stall on 14th December ~- no objection. Letter from Aynho PC re : Haatth’ 
Centre Bus Scheme, to which Deddington end the surrounding villages--pay..

Any gardener wh. hos unwanted holly, hazel, yew, privet 
or box seedlings, which moke excellent grounc cover for this purpose 
is asked to let me knows there is an especial need for yows.

Sale of Franchise for Social Club Bar 


With the new building nearing completion. it is @Bnvisaged that the 
Windmill Bar will need to be open during normal licencing hours on 
weekday evenings and at weekends, to cater for the various Sports 

Clubs, and other organised social functions. 


There is scape for several activities to take place ot ane time, 
with the Main Hall, Upper Hall and Club Room being used 
independantly, as well as the playing field and tennis courts.

Responsibility for purchase of stock, accounting, and other 
practical aspects of running the Bar. 
Fermission to sell bar snacks if the Steward so wishes. 
Entering into appropriate profit and work sharing agreements 
with organisations wishing to use The Windmill for social 
activities such as Buffet Dances or fund- raising events. 
All profits arising from bar sales will otherwise be due to 
the Steward.
